high. temperactrve. They cave 
some benefit in comtcrt to the 
patient and in overcoming delir- 
jum, due to high temperature, 
and are ci great benefit when 
fever is excessive. 

Gradually, however, physicians 
becaine convinced that fever was 
one of nature’s modes of ovcr- 
coming infection. They learned 
that moderate fever was a bene- 
fit and that lack of fever in in- 
fectious diseases was an indica- 
tion of lack of resistance in the 
system to the disease. 

Many years ago physicians dis- 
covered that their pneumonia 
patients with slight fever did not 
progress to recovery. The typho:d 
patients who were low in temper- 
ature did not respond to treat- 
ment. In 1917, Dr. Wagner Jan- 
regy of Vienna noticed that pa- 
tients. suffering from certain 
forms of brain and spinal dis- 
eases, who accidentally became 
infected with malarial fever 
showed. marked improvement on 
recovery from the fever. He be- 
came curious and inoculated some 
patients suffering from this form 
of disease with malaria. And in 
so doing found resulting im- 
provement of the symptoms.

took the chance that the malaria 
might not prove dangerous. 

Hot baths, hot packs, dry and 

moist heat had long been used 

to overcome and improve mental 
| states. Even the ancients knew 
of the benefit derived from ap- 
plications of heat. We can all 
remember the common saying 

that a person who had had a 

severe attack of typhoid fever 

was jn better health than before 

the fever. It was sometimes a 

fact and was probably due to the 

Gestruction by the fever of vari- 

ous minor focal infections in the 

system. 

As the benefit derived from 

high temperatures became more 

apparent, various investigators 
tried out other forms of increas- 
ing the body heat for stated 
periods without introducing other 
dangerous conditions.

THERMY, high frequency 
electric currents. hot, dry 
heat cabinets and many’ other 
methods were tried. The great 
Gifficulty was to increase the 
body temperature without injur- 
ing the skin and to raise the 
internal heat as much as that of 
the outer tissues. 

Dr. Walter M. Simpson, pa- 
thologist at the Miami Valley 
Hospital, Dayton, Ohio, and his 
assistant.

ysood powders come in so many 
graduations of color now that you 
should have no difficulty finding 
one that exactly matches your 
skin.

A little rose 
or beige powder added to that 
you heave been using may be exz 
actly what you need. . 

Be sure to mix the colors thor- 
oughly by shaking a= small 
amount in a large, tightly closed 
box and then test the color by 
pressing down with a spatula.

Sometimes when the skin is 
naturally sallow, it is a good plan 
to find the powder that matches 
the skin in tone as a basis and 
then add a little mauve or nat- 
ural powder to give the skin 
more life and luster.

Another hint — a good face 
powder should be agreeably but 
very, very lightly perfumed.

N Robert Herrick the Govern- 
ment has the most distin- 
guishei novélist that it has had 
working for it in yenrs, The au- 
thor of “Chimes” has received 
and responds to a call as Gov- 
ernment Secretary of the Virgin 
Islands. His.old friend, Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes, made the 
appointment, and Herrick packed 
his bag immediately. He admits 
that he has always been inter- 
ested in Carribean matters, and 
he does not count it as a chore 
_ to. take charge of the troublous 
Virgin Islands. 

Herrick is used to fighting— 
about both principles and prac- 
ticalities. Now sixty-six years old, 
he was born in Cambridge, Mass. 
He was graduated from Harvard, 
and then went a little farther up 
the Charles River to teach rhe- 
toric at Massachusetts Institute 
of. Technology. A few years Jater 
he received-a bid from the Uni- 
versi.v of Chicago, and began his 
teaching work there at the age of 
twenty-five.

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More important still, however, 
Herrick began slowly to develop 
his polished writing style, pro-

resulted in the formation of a 
Chiccgo group of authors.

After he had left the ivy of the 
University of Chicago a few years 
behir.1 hz got “Chimes”. off “his 
chest, This is said advisedly be- 
cause Herrick had held back 
somewhat on the begk becatise he 
feareti® hurting some~ of ~ his 
friends. “Chimes” was 4 gossipy 
sort of novel, containing many 
campus anecdotes, and including 
characters who were no trouble 
at all to recognize as actual per- 
soncges, “Together” brought 
much condemnation from wo- 
men’: clubs because it dealt with 
certcin domestic realities which 
hed been tabu in Victorian days.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 
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Encourages Good Food Habits

CCASIONALLY one finds a 
child who can play all ey 

and doesn't seem to get hungry. 
It is a regl problem to coax him 
to eat enough. There may be 
several reasons for this condi- 
tion, but probably the most com- 
mon cause is irregular eating 
habits. Perhaps the child is per- 
mitted to eat- between mcals or 
is given sweets just before meal 
time. Regularity in meals is the 
first rule of the health program. 

Do all that you can to estab- 
lish regular meal hours and t+x" 
to accustom the child to a varied 
diet. Perhaps there are specific 
foods that. the -child dogs not 
care for. Sometimes this cislike 
is caused by too many highly 
flavored foods in the diet that 
takes away the satisfaction cf 
bland fopds. Other times 4 
child’s dislike for a certain food 
is caused by its association with 
some disagreeable occasion. 

Try to find the reason -for the 
dislike and if it is tangible the 
food should be taken froin the 


ehild’s diet for a time, then 
quietiy and unobtrusively re- 
turnéd ‘in some cther form. 
While a taste for plainly cooked 


vegetables und fruits should be 
cultivated, it is possible to make 
them into interesting dishcs as 
an occasional variation. Reinem- 
ber, however, that food tor chil- 
dren should never be highly sea- 
soned just to tempt lagging op- 
petites:

Place in a bultered mold, 
set in a pan cf hot water und 
bake in a moderate oven until 
firm. i 

Dessert Souffle 

Peach souffle makes an excel- 
lent dessert for the children. 
Make one cup of peach pulp

sieve, add a pinch of salt, sweet- 
en if necessary and heat. Fold 
in the stiffly’ beaten whites of 
three eggs. Put into a greased 
baking, dish or. small molds, set 
in a pan of water and ‘bake in’a 
moderate oven until firm.
